Rhodesia Stiffens Settlement Terms 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia, June 8 
{UPI).—The Rhodesian govern- 
ment yesterday ruled out uni- 
versal suffrage and said it would 
not agree to a settlement muless 
white participation in the govern- 
ment is guaranteed. 

“Dndoubtediy we must find 2 
political solution to the probiem 
of popular representation.” De- 
fense Minister Mark Partridge 
said. “The solution to our present 
problems, however, does not Ne 
in instant democracy.” 

Mr. Partridge said rule by the 
black majority must include 
white participation and checks 
and balances of real value in the 
Constitution to protect the free- 
“If these 
are not forthcoming, there will 
be no settlement,” he said, 

He said his government's ac- 
ceptance of a majority-rule settle- 
ment depended on three factors: 
an end of the black revolt, the 
lifting of United Nations trade 
sanctions and the inclusion in 2 
constitution of safeguards for 
whites and other minority mem- 
bers. 


Israel Charges Egypt 
With Suez Violations 


TEL AVIV, June 8 (UPi).— 
Israel todsy charged Esypt with 
stationing men and missiles along 
the Suez Canal in violation of 
the interim it between 
the two couniries. But outsoins 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said there was no urgency about 
the situation.

“The Western world and Amer- 
ica have abandoned the old ideas 
of good government and indi- 
vidual initiative to meet the 
Communist propaganda that the 
only moral and best form of gov- 
ernment, particularly in Africa. is 
2 popular one, and that this over- 
rides ali other issues of individ- 
ual rights and the rule of lew. 

“Today, European and North 
American governments can be 
said, on the whole. to have a 
blind faith in and an obsession 
with the principle of one man, 
one vote. This is the Western 
world's so-called answer to the 
Communists’ appeal to the under- 


privileged.” 
Mr. Partwidge said that the 


West was using Rhodesia “as a 
pawn to buy the goodwill of the 
Afnean states. They are not con- 
cerned with the poverty or loss 
of liberty their proposals must 
inevitably produce.” 

Meanwhile, the government re- 
pudiated warnings it issued yes- 
terday that Rhodesia might cut 
the electric power it provides 
Zambia if there was another 
atteck similar to Saturday's 
rocket barrage on the Keriba dam 
resort.

ds Political Situations Worsen 
Military Options Gain Favor 
Tn Mideast Leaders’ Thinking

LONDON, June § INXT).—A 
geuera] deterioration in the po- 
litical situation and, in conse- 
quence, increased emphasis on 
military options are apparent on 
both the Arab and Israeli sides 
in the Middle East. 

The possibility of another 
Arab-Israell wat, which would be 
the fifth in 30 years, is referred 
to with alarming casualness br 
fovernment officials and generals 
im the Arab capitals and Jeru- 
salem. 

These are the most striking 
impressions from three weeks of 
travel in Egypt. Syria, Jordan 
and Israel, a trip that included 
conversations with government 
ministers and milltary leaders. 
civil servants, editors, shopkeep- 
ers and forelm businessmen, 

The most significant difference 
between today and 1975, when 
the same countries were Visited, 
is that then a general stabilty 
seerjed to encourage hopes for 
2 lasting peace settiement, where- 
as today the situation is turbu- 
lent and uncertain. 

The trend toward instability 
has developed ou both sides, re- 
sulling in part from political, 
econcmic and military probiems 
in the countries involved. and 
vartly as a consequence of pol~ 
ies and actions taken by the 

Soviet and U.S. governments, 

The Catairst 

The catalyst that brought the 
Situation close to a boil was the 
Msy 17 election of a rightist gov- 
ernment in Israel. A great many 
Israelis confided that they had 
supported Menahem Eegin’s Li-

that the international situation 
was worsening. especially Israel's 
relationship with the United

Paris Move Into a Subsidiary 
Of Dassault Hints a Take-Over

PARIS. June 8 (IHT).—The 
government today announced 
that it was taking a key minority 
interest in the Dassault-Bréguet 
Aviation company, a move that 
was seen as the first step to- 
ward 2 consolidation of the 
parent Dassault firm with Aéro- 
spatiale, France's largest manu- 
facturer of aircraft. 

The decision, announced by 
President Valéry Giscard d'Es- 
taing at the weekly Cabinet 
Meeting, was not totally unex- 
pected. Various voices had in 
recent weeks been urging nation- 
alization of Dassault, which last 
year came under government 
investigation of its tax status. 

The Dassault-Bréguet group, 
which did about $1 billion in 
business last year, much of it 
im sales of its Mirage militery 
aircraft. is on the list of nine 
companies to be nationalized if 
the left wins the parliamentary 
elections next year. The Commu- 
nist party called today's decision 
“positive.” The Gaullist party 
also bas been favorable to 1:5 
nationalization, 

The government today an- 
nounced few details of its avia- 
tion-industry reorganization plan, 
other than to say that 1 would 
take ἃ 34-per-cent interest in 
Dassault. Under French law. 
such a minority holding is enough 
to block major policy decisions, 
which must be made by a two- 
thirds vote. The book value of 
the 34-per-cent interest would be 
around $33 million, but the mar- 
ket value would be closer to 
$150 million, 

Officials said later that the 


government would not.pay cash . 


for its stake in Dassault-Bréguet 
but that the firm would be 
allowed to write off a number 
of repayments due on pest state 


toans aiding research programs. 


The gradual integration of 


Dassault and Aérospatiale would 
give France 2 conglomerate do- 
ing well over $2 billion in annuaj 
business, which would roughly 
tie it with General Dynamics of 
the United States for fourth 
place in the world aircraft mar~ 
ket.

Less Adaptable : in. Later Life

He found that, by the time they 
reached ‘their early 305, the su- 
perior students had received 
“more post-college honors” than 
their less academically superior 
classmates but were also “more 
abstract and conceptual” and 
“their thought was less practical 
and realistic.” 

The honor students, he said, 
were less concerned about money, 
were less involved with their 
children, were more depressed, 
less aggressively energetic and 


‘yated themselves as less psycho- 


logically healthy than they were 
in college. ᾿

Chicago Election 
Won by Daley's 


Heir in ‘Machine’ 


CHICAGO, June 8 (NYT).— 
Michael Bilandic. acting mayor 
since the death last December of 
Richard Daley, scored an impres- 
sive victory yesterday in a spe 
cial election to fill the remaining 
two years of the late mayor's 
term. 

It not only was 2 major per- 
sonal triumph for Mr. Bilandic, 
54, a former alderman, but also 
Yepresented a significant victory 
for the regular Democratic orza- 
nization, or “the Machine,” as it 
is called. There had been some 
question whether or not the 
thousands of Democratic precinct 
workers would turn out a big 
vote for a man who lacked the 
color and power of Mayor Daler. 

But the Machine delivered. 
With 2,964 of 3,085 precincts re- 
porting, Mr. Bilandic had 471,723 
votes to 129.842 for Dennis Block, 
29, the only Republican in the 
50-member City Council. Two 
other candidates. Dennis Brasky, 
26, of the Socialist Workers party, 
and Gerald Rose. 28, of the U.S. 
Labor party, finished far behind. 

Mr. Bilandic’s victory showed 
that the Machine is still in 
firm control of politics in Chica- 
go, even after the death of the 
man who held it together for 
22 years. 

With this victory, Mr. Bilandic 
bas enhanced his prospects of 
winning a full four-year term in 
the city elections of 1978.

U.S. Will Permit

WASHINGTON. June 8 (WP. 
—The Justice Department said 
yesterday it would no longer use 
its powers under the Freedom of 
Information Act to block requests 
for government decuments if the 
information in the documents 
Was obtained illegally. 

Although the act is intended 
to give the public access to doc- 
uments held by federal agencies, 
it allows the government to ex- 
clude certain categories of infor- 
mation from disclosure, 

The announcement referred to 
a provision in the act authorizing 
the rejection of requests for in- 
Sormation whose disclosure might 
interfere with law-enforcement 
activities.

Rifle Called 
Super Arm 


Automatic Weapon 
Is Much in Demand 


SALT LABE CITY, June ὃ 
(AP) -—Policemen swear by it. At 
least one prison has issued it to 
guards. Foreign countries are 
buying it. King Juan Carlos of 
Spain asked for one and got two. 

The object of their interest is 
the American 180, a lightweight 
“2-caliber automatic rifle that 
ean fire 30 rounds 8 second from 
a lTi-round magazine. It can 
be fitted with a telescopic sight 
that pinpoints targets with a red 
spot of light projected by a laser. 

“The rifle is the most con- 
trollable hand-held weapon in the 
world,” asserts Charles Goff, 
president of American Interna- 
tional Corp.. which markets both 
the rifle and the scope sight. The 
firm is headquartered here. 

Buyers praise the warning 
given by the visible light beam, 
and the relatively low killing 
power of its small ammunition. 

King’s Request 

Mr. Goff said that the State 
Department, from which he ob- 
tained permission to market the 
rifle abroad, told him that the 
Spanish monarch, while visiting 
the White House last year, asked 
to be allowed to buy the rifte. 
Mr, Goff said he gave the King 
two rifles, one chrome-plated. 

The rifle, manufactured near 
Innsbruck, Austria, sells for 
$1.000 with the laser scope, $351 
without. It is accurate up to 
200 yards, Mr. Goff said. The 
scope can focus at nizht on & 
laser-illuminated target up to a 
mile away. 

Mr. Goff said the rifle’s ad- 
vantages over other police weap- 
ons lie in its semiautomatic 
capability, use of relatively cheap 
8-caliber ammunition and its 
lack of recoll during rapid firing. 

He said that sale and posses- 
sion of the weapon is strictly con- 
trolled by the Federal Bureau of 
Alcohol. Tobacco and Firearms. | 
The rifle cannot be legally own- 
ed by a private citizen. 

Mr. Goff, who began mass- 
producing the rifle in 1974 after 
buying the patent from two Salt 
Lake City men in 1969, said he 
has sold about 1,000 to 300 law- 
enforcement agencies throughout 
the country. 

In Their Sights 

Police Sgt. Frank Scheler of 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla., said that 
a year ago an armed robber was 
killed and his parmer wounded 
by two short bursts from the 
trifle after policemen were fired 
on. He said the wounded man 
surrendered after police trained 
the visible Iaser light on him, 
proving to him that they had 
him in their sights. 

“We're extremely satisfied with 
it.” Sgt. Scheler ssid. “We have 
made it known we will use the 
weapon in stakeout sttuations. 
and we have.” He attributed 
Port Lauderdale’s 39-per-cent 
drop in armed robberies last year 
in part to his department's ac- 
quisition of the rifle. 

A Utah State Prison guard 
said he broke up an inmate 
disturbance in 1974 with the rifle 
and scope. “When I put that 
red dot on some of them...

When. 80 years ago. Rudyard Kipling wrote 
what was perhaps his most moving poetry, 
this ode to Queen Victoria's Diamond Jubilee. 
he called it “After.” Only later, on its first 
printing, did the title “Recessional™ appear.

“After” might 
have seemed the more appropriate In the 
day when the land of hope and glory still 
had enormous hope, impending glory: when 
Victoria, as Queen-Empress. had presided 
over 80 many victories and the Union Jack 
flew over the world’s most powerful navr— 
not yet, far-called, fo melt away. 

Now it is “after.” Queen Elizabeth has 
eelebrated her own jubilee, and has been 
ehallenged by 2 Ugandan sergeant-major for 
the headship of that nebulous Common- 
wealth that succeeded Victoria's iron-hard 
empire. The London that was then tne f- 
nancial capital of the world eyes fearfully 
the gnomes of, of 3}1 places, Zurich. The 
Brigade of Guards may troop its colors in 
wniforms that would have seemed familiar 
to Vietoria—but where are those distant gar- 
risons that once bore those colors? 

What has happened in the past 80 years 
gives poignance to Kipline’s “Recessional.”

Oddly enough, Kipling’s “M’An- 
drew’s Hymn,” that chorus of Calvinist 
mechanics, was better fitted to the lend that 
gave the world the Industrial Revolution 
that is the world’s real ruler, its real problem 
today. 

ΔῈ came from England at the outset, sand 


it gave people armored ships and artificlal 
fabrics, it sowed and mowed by machine 
and flew beyond the moon. And it consti- 
tutes England’s most urgent difficulty, while 
what was once Britain's empire clamors for 
it and for the energy it consumes.

No Place for Idi Amin 


Tf doubts stili lingered about the murder- 
ous nature of Idi Amin’s regime, they should 
have been resolved by the disclosures of 
Uganda's former minister of health, Henry 
Kyemba after his recent defection in Lon- 


don. Mr. Kyemba told an interviewer that 
he saw the bullet-riddled bodies of the An- 
glican archbishop, Janani Lowum, and two 
Ugandan cabinet ministers, whose deaths in 
captivity last February Mr. Amin attributed 
to an automopile accident. They had been 
“sot at very close range several times.” 
Mr. Kyemiba also gave a harrowing descrip- 
tion of 73-year-old Dora Bloch, one of the 
Hl Al hostages at Entebbe, belng dragged 
ecreaming from her Dospital bed by Ugan- 
den security men and later murdered, “to 
satisty President Amin’s lust for vengeance,” 
for the Israel raid_ 

What ean other governments do about 
this bizarre figure who has been responsible 
since he took power in 1971 for the death 
of perhaps 100,000 of his people m brutal 
persecutions of Christlans. Asians and the 
educated elass of Uganda? Not very much. 

We have no business toppling other re- 
gimes, even if we could—and could be sure 
of better successors. Economic sanctions 
seem futile; although the United States now 
spends $20 million a month on Ugandan 
coffee, a boycott would merely shift sales 
elsewhere. Diplomatic protest has been 
tried. to no avail The United States and 
Canada recently brought the issne back 


before the United Nations Human Rights 
Commission, but the controlling Afro-Asian 
bloc there has so far ignored human rights 
in Uganda, 

Stil, any gesture by which the interna- 
tional community brands Idi Amin an out- 
cast would be welcome. The British are 
right to bar him from the Commonwealth 
conference that begins today in London and 
from this month's royal jubilee celebrations. 
Yesterday's decision by Ireland and Belgium 
to deny him landing rights helped to sym- 
bolize the judgment that he has no place 
in the civilized community. Ambassador 
Young's recently published characterization 
of the Ugandan ruler as a mass murderer 
was apt, it cannot be said too often. 

The International Commission of Jurists 
has determined that although the killings, 
tortures and disappearances of Ugandans 
continue on an appalling scale, they seem 
to have diminished somewhat In deference 
to world opinion. President Amin’s security 
force. which has been known to make pris- 
oners bludgeon, butcher and eat other 
prisoners, is operating more discreetiy than 
in the early years of his rule. That is no 
comfort for their victims, but any inhibition 
of these killers can save lives. There must 
be no letup in publicity or international 
pressure until Idi Amin is driven from power. 
As part of that effort, his victims, defectors 
and repentant collaborators ought to be wel- 
comed througout the world.

A New Warhead Not Needed 


It is 3 relief to learn that President Carter 
does net plan automatically to approve pro- 
duction of the controversial neutron war- 
head for the army's Lance missile. The 
Lance. 8 short-range ‘56-mile) tactical 
weapon already equipped witn a nuclear 
warhead. has been deployed by American 
forces attached to NATO. The ceutron war- 
head, also known as the “enhanced radia- 
tion” warhead. would have this advantage. 
according to Gen. Alfred Starbird. an offi- 
cial at the Energy Research and Develop- 
ment Administration (ERDA!: “You reduce 
the biast effect and get the ki radius you 
want.” That is, this so-called “anti-per- 
sonnel” weapon tends to leave oulldings and 
things intact. but to Kill people—ideally, in 
the view of its proponents. only those people 
‘enemy forces) who are within the proposed 
and limited “kill radius.“ 

Military men have argued for the neutron 
warhead on the ground that it ἘΠῚ tend to 
eonfine the carnage to the battlefield, as 
distinct from civilian centers, and that it 
is therefore more humane than ordinary 
tactical nuclear weapons Further {t is 
elaimed that this weapon. being relatively 
precise as a killer and benign as an explo- 
give, is less likely than atner nuclear weapons 
to start a nuclear war. And so it will also 
be more credible as a deterrent to war. The 
reasoning here is that a prospective enemy 
will show it more respect as 8 weapon we 


would have less hesitation about using than 
regular tactical nuclear explosives. 

These arguments strike us as devilishly 
seductive—and dead wrong. Two aspects of 
the case for neutron weapons seem to 
deserve special attention. The first is that 
“enhanced radiation’ weapons could be 
construed as another form of the chemicai 
warfare that this country has joined others 
around the world in seeking to eliminate 
from practice or possibility. (Chemical and 
biological weapons, we note, have tradition- 
ally been argued for on grounds that they 
were, in some grisly respects, more practical 
and humane than the alternatives.) The 
other is that just about the last thing any- 
one should want for the U.S. arsenal is 8 
nuclear weapon regarded by the military as 
being sufficiently small, “safe” and control- 
lable to be used without fear of starting 2 
general nuclear war. The distinction is a 
false and dangerous one. 

Evidently President Ford, in 1976. approved 
a request for production money for the new 
weapon, and the request ts in the ERDA 
budget currently before Congress. But Jim- 
my Carter. according to 2 White House 
spokesman, wil] reach no judgment on 
whether to go ahead until two tmportant 
pending studies of American military needs 
have been completed. We hope he wiil then 
say no to the neutron warhead.

A Role for the West in Soviet

U.S. Wins 


Suit Against 


Hunt Family 


For Exceeding Limit 
On Soybean Futures 


NEW YORE. June 8 (N¥YT).— 
The government won its suit ves- 
terday against the oil-rich Hunt 
famuy for exceeding lezal limits 
on holdings cf commodity fucures 
contracts when a federal judge in 
Chicago ruled that such ceilings 
were valid. 

Last April, the Commuditr 
Futures Trading Commission 
charged the heirs of the late 
Texas oif magnate.

soybean futures holdings. three 
million bushels ‘600 contracts:

Lawyers for the Hunts tried to 
hare the suit dismissed on the 
ground that the limit on soy- 
beans was capricious and mvatid. 
But Judge Frank McGarr ruled 
that the limit was valid. 


However, Judge McGurr did 
note in his ruling that the limip 
on soybeans, which was set in 
1971, might be somewhat out of 
date today. One month ago, the 
federal jadge found that there 
was no evidence that the Hunts 
were trying ta corner the nation's 
soybean supply. 

The commission's initial suit 
bad broadly hinted of an attempt 
to corner the soybean market by 
noting that the Hunts had a. 
quired futures contracts in i976- 
crop beans covering more than 22 
million bushels at a time when 
the national supply was projected 
at 65 million bushels weeks be- 
fore this season's harvest hegins 
this September.

FTC Approves Peabody Coal Deal

The approval ot the transae- 
tion «owas required under the 
verms of its 1971 ruling that Keno- 
necott’s 1968 acquisition of Pea- 
body, the nation’s Jargest coal 
producer, violated the anti-trust 
laws,

The kids given’ golf clubs 15 years 
2go by fathers who idolized arnold Pal- 
mer have grown up. They are 311 here.

In Wax Museum

ONDON (IHT).—Yovw're famous if you're 

here and youre not famous if you're 
not here, and a lot of people who used 
to be famous are no longer here, 

Gerald Ford, John Gienn, Cheriton 
Heston and Sammy Davis jr. have all had 
their heads shipped to the warehouse. So 
have Richard Nixon and Jacqueline 
Onassis. 

“Who stays aud who goes ἐξ @ pretty 
good indication of who's who,” explains 
Jan Hanson, chief sculptor at Madame 
Tussaud’s, “When Nixon's statue was on 
display. it stood with Mao and Brezhnev, 
‘Then came Watergate, Nixon resigned, 
the statue was dismantled and Nixon's 
head was consigned to a dusty shelf.” 

Mrs. Onassis met a similar fete. “She 
was the wife of two famous men, but once 
those men were dead, we decided there 
was no further place for her in the 
museum.”

They contacted the Carter campaign people 
and came up with that information for 
us,

of that matched, we needed something for
